Mttallc Burial Case, and Ca»lfe{3, 


The Retirement of itteneral Fremont. 


MEMPHIS, Thursday, July 17. 


Through the west, both in the army and 


out of it, Gen. Fremont's enforced retire- 
ment excited surprise and profound regret. 
They who believe in and love him—and 
their name is legion—love the cause more, 
and have abiding confidence in the Presi- 
dent. They felt it was no time to criticise 
during the momentous events before Rich- 
mond, or afterwards, while the nation's 
head was bowed in mourning and its eyes 
blistered with tears. 


But all who know Gen. Pope's freely-ex- 


pressed feelings, either from Adjutant Gen- 
eral Thomas's reports, or other source!!, see 
that, waiving the matter of rank, a decent 
self-reapect torbade Gen. Fremont to serve 
under him. 


In due time justice will be done to Fre- 


mont's Virginia campaign. His adminis- 
tration in Missouri already belongs to his- 
tory, and is read by the calm light of sub- 
sequent events. He was right in acting 
upon Washington's motto, that " to do one's 
duty and be silent is the best answer to cal- 
umny." He worked with the whole energy 
of his ardent nature; but his work was 
fast colors—it bears washing. Fremont's 
very plans and acts, both leading and triv- 
ial, which were denounced the most bitterly, 
Halleck has been compelled to carry out 
and imitate. 


Politically, he laid the ax at the root of 


the tree. He used no soft, obscure lan- 
guage; he did not talk of " confiscation," 
or " systems of labor," but announced in 
plain Saxon, which rung through the land 
like a trumpet, " the slaves of rebels are 
hereby declared free men." Can any one 
fail to see how rapidly the nation is drift- 
ing, 
not merely to that point, but far be- 


yond it? 


In military matters he has proved equally 


I have now in store the Pathfinder. In Earope, at the outbreak 


of the rebellion, he opened negotiation for 
arms for one hundred thousand men ; but 
it was not ratified at Washington. A few 
months later, in its sore need, the govern- 
ment bought all it could obtain of those 
very guns, at a largely advanced price. 


He was ridiculed for the magnitude of 


tho Mississippi flotilla, but it is now clear 
that the country is largely indebted to Fre- 
mont for its efficiency and success. His 
plans, far from being'too liberal, was too 
limited ; even at this late day it is found 
necessary to build four new gunboats. Af- 
ter the fall of Forts Henry and Donelson, 
Commodore Foote wrote to Gen. Fremont 
to thank him for that provident foresight 
which had provided the means of success, 


He was censured for building railway 


cars, but Halleck has had to eontract for 
many more than he ever ordered. 


He was reprimanded for fortifying St. 


Louis ; but those works, now completed and 
fully manned, have enabled Halleck to put 
the troops in the field, which would other- 
wise have been required to guard the city. 


He was denounced for giving government 


orders to the " California Gang." The 
Californians were live men, who had " go" 
in them, and carried out their engagements. 
When Beard was ordered to build the forts, 
he put five thousand men at^rork, pushed 
them forward night and day, and completed 
the labor before an ordinary man would 
have fairly begun it. 


Palmer was supplying the army wilh 
for- 


age. 
The Quartermaster General decided 


that the price was too high, and advertised 
for new proposals. At last a man appear- 
ed who undertook it for 11 per cent less. 
Three weeks proved that he eould not do 
it; the army wa.a suffering, and the depart- 
ment was compelled to fall back upou 
Palmer, at his old price, Ha set it right 
again within 24 houi'a, 


Curing the winter, the beef contractors 


for Curtis' troops broke down, and the army 
was in danger of starving. Halleek was 
compelled to call upon Lawson & Company 
who were supplying the post of Cairo, to 
feed it. 


who share neither their responsibilities nor 
their perils, have no right to judge them 
harshly. From the government, as from 
the people, they are entitled to the large 
charity, hearty support, and generous con- 
fidence so freely extended to them. But 
why discriminate against one who has serv- 
ed his country untiringly, devotedly and 
efficiently ? 


Contact with our generals in the west 


has taught the writer that many of them 
do credit to their country's arms, and 
should stand high upon her roll of honor 
as '• brave men and worthy patriots, dear 
to God, and famous to all ages." Three 
have impressed him as pre-eminently men 
to be loved for their earnestness, purity, 
and single-hearted patriotism. One was 
Nathaniel Lyon, who, at Wilnon's Creek, 
lost a life and gained an immortality. An- 
other is Franz Sigel, who brings to his 
adopted home the eminent capacity and ar- 
dent love for freedom which.distinguished 
him in his father land. Foremost of all is 
John Charles Fremont, whose wisdom, 
ability, and self-denying fidelity, will be 
abundantly vindicated by the unerring rec- 
ord of history.

At his 
removalj his touching Farewell Order drew 
tears from eyes unused to the melting mood, 
aud_the spontaneous demonstrations, of af- 
fection which the troops made at parting 
have no parallel in the history of the war, 


The same is true of the people. When he 


returned to St. Louis" they gathered iu one 
ofthe largest assemblies) ever witnessed in 
the city, welcomed him more like a conquer- 
ing hero than a retired general, and in their 
enthusiasm strewed his path and threshold 
with flowers.

Even after the 
conntry has waited, unsuccessfully, through 
long, weary months, for evidence of their 
generalship, the treasure, tha honor, the 
precious life-blood of the nation are still 
entrusted, to them.

the better for that reason. Their employ- 
ment should of necessity secure thorn their 
freedom.

Resolved, That wo tender to tho heroes 


who are battling for tho Union, whether ou 
land or on sea, our warmest gratitude, and 
to those who aro sick, wounded or in prison, 
wet ender our heartfelt sympathies. 


Resolved, That it is but just nnd proper 


thnt the wealthy of the state, who enjoy by 
far tho greatest benefit and protection from 
our system of government, should in some 
small degree at least bear the burthens of 
our present national troubles. 


Resolved, That the people of Milwaukee 


county having recommended the issue of 
state scrip to tho amount of three hundred 
thousand dollurs, to bo legalized by the next 
legislature, as a means of securing uniform- 
ity in the bounties to bo offered for enlist- 
ments throughout the state, we join in that 
recommendation, and pledge ourselves to 
the government to use 'our efforts to take 
the proportion of said scrip whicL belongs 
to this county to take.

jealousy, and oven utterance of any private 
grief tends to defeat pompt response to tho 
government's calls for reinforcements. -lie 
never exercised nor assumed any power in 
the progress of this war which was not es- 
pecially charged by the president, and in 
performance of which be was not always in 
free communication with him. 


He had never expressed, either to the 


President nor any other person, distrust of 
any of his associates, but had uniformly 
supported and defended them all; had not 
been quick or willing to entertain com- 
plaints ngainsl any general, whether Scott 
or McDowell, Fremont or McClellan, Hal- 
leek, Grant, Buoll, Sigel, Shields or Blenk- 
or, but has exerted his best endeavors to 
sustain them all, more when they encoun- 
tered defeats than when they-achieved vic- 
tories. He baa never introduced or encour- 
aged any teat question in the cabinet con- 
cerning men or measures, nor tho rejection 
of any men, nor the adoption or rejection 
of any measures as a condition of adherence 
to the administration. Ho has never pur- 
posed removal or overruling propositions of 
any member of tho cabinet, nor has he 
thought of resigning his own place in it, 
nor has one word of distrust passed be- 
tween the President nor any of his oflicinl 
advisers and himself. 


This explanation has rather a depressing 


influence than otherwise. It is interpreted 
as indicating Seward'a continued ascendan- 
cy over tho President, and the consequent 
continued danger of his reverting to tho old 
rose-water policy.

The president bai issued a brief procla- 


mation, warning ell, persons referred to in 
the sixth"auction of tho confiscation act to 
cease participating, aiding, countenancing 
or nbottiug rebellion against jtho govern- 
ment of tbe United States, to return to 
their proper allegiance"to tho United States 
under pain of tho forfeits and seizures, ua 
within and by said eection'Cth provided. 


[Section C of tho Confiscation act, re- 


ferred to in the abovo, reads as follows:] 


SEC. 6. And be it further enacted, That 


if any person within any fitato or territory 
of the United States, other than those named 
aa aforesaid, after tho paiisago of this net, 
being engaged .in uruicd rebellion against 
tho government of the United States, or 
aiding or abetting.ouch rebellion, shall not 
within sixty days nfter'publio warning and 
proclamation duly given' nnd made by tbe 
president of the United States, cease to 
aid, countenance nnd abet such rebellion, 
nnd return to their allegiance to tho Un!'ed 
States, all the estates and property, moneys, 
stocks aud 'credits of such person shall be 
liable to seizure aj aforesaid, and it shall 
bs the duty of the president to seize aud use 
them aa aforesaid, or the proceeds thereof. 
And nil salc3,-tran«iors, or conveyances of 
tiny aucb property'after tho expiration of 
tho said sixty days 'from the' date of such 
warning and proclamation shall bo null aud 
void; and it shall bo a sufficient bar to any 
Hiiit brought by such person for tho posse: 
sion or tno use of 'such property, or any of 
it, to allege and prove that he is one of ihe 
persons described tu this ncction.

Able and atirringiSpeeches were then made 


by Mat. H, Carpenter, of Milwaukee, Wm. 
H- Ebbetts, H. N. Uomstock, C. G. Wil- 
liams and Judge Noggle, of Janeaville, and 
Capt. Crandall, of Wnlworth county. 


The following letter from Gov. Salomon 


was read to the meeting:— 


While the people are striving to aid the 


government with men and money, the gov- 
ernment should help the people in their 
task. Vigor, energy, unsparing war on 
tha traitors, should be so manifest in the 
policy of the government, that words or 
proclamations would not be necessary. 
The administration must have lagged far 
behind in its duty to be subject to a punch- 
ing up to more sternness from the New 
York Herald. Such is, however, the fact, 
as may ba seen in our dispatches to-day. 
Traitors are allowed to preach their trea> 
son and insult the flag in Georgetown, 
within sight of the President's mansion. 
It ia no isolated case, for them to do so 
now, bat has bocome so common and out- 
rageous that even the New York Herald 
directs attention to it. 


The people hava a right to expect that 


treason shall, first of all, be purged from 
the District of Columbia. 
It is most dan- 


gerous there, so near the sources of power. 
Besides, the loyal people expect an exam- 
ple of how treason shall ba rebuked and 
punished and utterly annihilated, within the 
territory where the authority of the govern- 
ment is omnipotent. How can it be ex- 
pected that there shall be vigor in sup- 
pressing the rebellion in our distant armies, 
while an almost criminal lenity is given to 
those who insult our Sag and revile with 
foul abuse those who are loyal within a 
stone's throw of the White House ? If you 
want men, Mr. Presidant, show us that you 
have men's work to do, and that you mean 
to do it.

It is said by our dispatches, to-day, that 


McClellan's army will not move until it ia 
reinforced, from this we may learn the 
absolute necessity of promptly filling up 
our old and new regiments. All the men 
sow holding positions are needed where 
they are, and cannot be spared to increase 
the army of the Potomac. The reinforce- 
ments must coma from the people by new 
enlistments. 
This being the case there 


should he no delay. We are, just now, in 
the midst of our laarvest in Wisconsin, and 
it cannot be expected that our new regi- 
ments will fill up immediately. 
Bat we can 


get ready with a systematic programme for 
the business, with the right kind of recruit- 
ing officers occupying their proper positions, 
to be prepared to receive enlistments, as 
noon as the harvest is over. 


Let it be remembered that Richmond 


cannot be taken without more men ; and 
i.ot to take Richmond is to assure the suc- 
cess of the rebellion. 


G«n«iral Roueau. 


Brig. Gen. '.Rosseau has been invested 


with the command of Gen. Mitchell's army 
at Hnntsville, Ala. We are glad that the 
mantle of that energetic] commander has 
fallen upon one ao worthy to wear it. We 
hope soon to hear that he has " straighten- 
ed things out" in that quarter, as disaster 
has followed disaster since Gen, Mitchell 
was recalled to answer frivolous charges, 
maliciously preferred against him by seces- 
sion sympathizers. 


The CiacinnatijGazette says that recent- 


ly it was proposed to make Rossean a 
major general for his distinguished services 
in Kentucky and Tennessee.

loss of property, liberty or life can be just- 
ly visited upon an invader, those penalties 
ought not to be inflicted upon a crime- 
steeped traitor. 


Resolved, That we are unequivocally in 


favor of using every person and every 


Resolved, That in our judgment it is 


wise in the present emergency for the Gov. 
ernpr of this state to take the responsibility 
of issuing six per cent, certificates, or state 
scrip, to be hereafter provided for by the 
legislature, to the amount of three hundred 
thousand dollars, to aid in promoting _ en- 
listments to fill up the regiments required 
from this state; that that scrip should be 
divided among the counties in proportion

They then proceeded down the Tennessee 


river to Chickasaw and Waterloo, towns al- 
most in sight of Eastport, and burned all 
the storehouses which contained cotton. 


Another band of forty rebels made a de- 


scent on a wagon train a short distance 
from Pittsbnrg Landing, captured sixty 
wagons and teams, carrying commissary 
and quartermaster's stores.
